Trump may 
back Israeli 
capital in 
Jerusalem 


New position, short of 
moving U.S. Embassy, still 
could spark Mideast unrest 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Donald Trump is considering 
recognizing Jerusalem as Israel’s 
capital, a highly charged declara- 
tion that risks inflaming tensions 
across the Middle East, officials 
said Thursday. 

The announcement would be 
a way to offset a likely decision 
to delay his campaign promise to 
move the U.S. Embassy to the holy 
city from Tel Aviv. 

Trump’s announcement is ex- 
pected next week and follows 
months of internal deliberations 
that grew particularly intense in 
recent days, according to officials 
familiar with the talks. 

They described the president 
as intent on fulfilling his pledge to 
move the embassy but also mind- 
ful that doing so could set back his 
aim of forging a long-elusive peace 
agreement between Israel and the 
Palestinians, who claim part of Je- 
rusalem as the capital of an even- 
tual state. 

The officials, who weren’t autho- 
rized to publicly discuss the matter 
and spoke on condition of anonym- 
ity, said the outlines of Trump’s 
plan emerged from a meeting of 
his top national security advisers 
at the White House on Monday. 

Trump was expected to drop by 
the meeting for 15 or 20 minutes. 
He ended up staying for at least 
an hour and grew increasingly an- 
imated during the session, accord- 
ing to two officials briefed on what 
happened. 

Trump is likely to issue a waiv- 
er by Monday on moving the em- 
bassy, officials said, though they 
cautioned that the president could 
always decide otherwise. 

The White House also is con- 
sidering a possible presidential 
speech or statement on Jerusalem 
by Wednesday, according to the of- 
ficials and an outside administra-

It took an hour for help to reach 
dying woman’s home — she 
had given 911 her work address

Cristine Herek was adamant about two 
things when she called Douglas County 
911 on her cellphone: She was dying be- 
cause she couldn’t breathe, and her ad- 
dress was 4847 Sahler St. 

She was wrong about her address. 
That was where she worked, but she was 


at home on that May night. 

It took nearly an hour for help to reach 
Herek’s house. 

By then, it was too late. 

Police found Herek, a 54-year-old ad- 
ministrative worker for Heartland Fami- 
ly Service, dead of an asthma attack ear- 
ly May 17 on the front porch of her home 
at 4327 Erskine St. That’s less than one 
block from an Omaha fire station. 

Attorneys for Herek’s survivors have 
filed claims against Douglas County and 
the City of Omaha, alleging that the coun- 
ty and city were negligent in not doing 
more to find Herek faster. 

A lawsuit is likely to follow. 


Douglas County officials, including 911 
director David Sleeter, declined to com- 
ment. They cited the pending litigation. 

Omaha City Attorney Paul Kratz has 
said the city does not believe it is respon- 
sible for Herek’s death. 

The attorneys for Herek’s survivors 
had based many of the allegations in their 
initial claim on things that relatives said 
they had heard about what transpired the 
night Herek died. 

The World-Herald obtained recordings 
of calls and dispatches through a public 
records request.
